Onecent for each ounce—Blank books, 
blank cards book manuscript passing be 
tween authors and publishers, cardboards 
and other delible material, lithographs, 
stereoscopicjviews, engiavings envelope**, 
patterns, hefiotypes, letter paper, merchan­ 
dise of all kinds, models, ornaments, pho 
lographic vi'*wsand paper, printed bi ti 
and cards, metals, minerals, seeds, cutting**, 
bulbs, roots and scions. 
Atter Tuesday, any article coming under
